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1913  LIBERTY  NICKEL  TO  BE  AT  N.O.W.  SHCM 

The  Liberty  Nickel  is  owned  by  coin 
dealer  J.  V.  Me  Dermott,  Milwaukee,  who 
paid  $900  for  the  coin  in  19^3 > and  has 
turned  down  an  offer  of  $90,000  for  it. 

Me  Dermott  rarely  has  the  nickel  in  his 
possession  because  it  is  generally  on 
loan  for  coin  club  exhibits  around  the 
country. 

The  nickel  is  one  of  five  1913  Liberty 
coins  struck  at  the  mint.  The  coins 
were  unauthorized  — they  weren't  sup- 
posed to  be  issued  with  that  date. 

Mac  got  the  coin  from  the  6-million  dol- 
lar stamp  and  coin  collection  of  the 
late  Col.E.H.R.  Green,  son  of  the  fabled 
Hetty  Green,  an  eccentric,  once  known  as 
the  richest  woman  in  the  world.  Col. 

: Green  reportedly  paid  $1,000  for  the  five 
coins,  Me  Dermott  said. 

When  Green's  estate  was  distributed, 
collectors  were  hesitant  to  buy  the  1913 
Liberties,  not  knowing  if  the  government 
would  confiscate  them.  At  one  time,  two 
of  the  other  nickels  were  owned  by  the 
late  King  Farouk  of  Egypt.  Me  Dermo  1 1 
said  the  four  others  now  are  in  collect- 

Iions  in  Maryland,  Ohio,  Florida,  and 
North  Carolina. 

The  coins  were  not  known  until  1920  when 
they  were  exhibited  in  Chicago  for  sale 
for  $600.  No  one  bought  them,  thinking 
they  were  proofs,  and  not  minted  coins. 

! Since  them,  the  fame  of  the  five  nickels 
ha,  spread.
